The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality, a developer and 
three community groups 
are back in court starting 
Tuesday, battling over the 
sale of St. Patrick’s-Alexan- 
dra school. 

The last time they were 
in court in February, the 
community groups argued 
for a stay of the sale of the 
surplus school to Jono De¬ 
velopments Ltd. until the 
judicial review this week. 
Justice Michael Wood with 
the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court agreed and put off the 
sale worth $3 million. 

The North End Com¬ 
munity Health Association, 
Mi’kmaq Native Friendship 
Society and Richard Preston 


Centre for Excellence Soci¬ 
ety launched a suit against 
HRM because they feel the 
process was not conducted 
fairly. 

“Now we’re talking 
about the merits of the 
case,” Ron Pink, the lawyer 
representing the non-profit 
groups, said in an interview 
Monday. 

The three parties in¬ 
volved in the case — law¬ 
yers for HRM, the commun¬ 
ity groups and Jono — will 
make their arguments Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday at Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court. 

He said his arguments 
will focus on two major 
issues: HRM didn’t follow 
their own policy, and they 
sold the property below 
market value. 

Jane Moloney, executive 
director of the North End 
Community Health Centre, 
said the situation for all the 
groups gets more and more 
difficult as time goes on. 

“I’m sure all of us in¬ 
cluding Joe Metlege (Jono 
Developments) and the city 
all want this resolved, and 


Lawsuit if deal nixed 


In February, Mick Ryan, 
Jono's lawyer, said his client 
is the innocent victim 
in all this, and promised 
a "mammoth" lawsuit if 
the deal doesn't go forward. 


I’m sure the city wants this 
resolved before the election 
in October.” 

They’re hoping the jus¬ 
tice will return with a ver¬ 
dict that overturns council’s 
decision to sell the property 
to Jono and requires council 
to follow the process. 

“Which would then start 
a public consultation with 
the community here and 
give all interested parties 
to come together a put for¬ 
ward a single proposal for a 
multi-purpose ... commun¬ 
ity centre,” Moloney said. 

Jocelyn Campbell, HRM’s 
lawyer for this case, did not 
respond to interview re¬ 
quests Monday.

Possible witness 
ID'din murder case 

Halifax police have identi¬ 
fied a potential witness in 
the murder investigation of 
local rapper John New- 
combe, who was gunned 
down outside of Winston’s 
Bar on June 1. 

Police issued a release 
at about 8 p.m. Monday 
saying they have located 
the man police released an 
image of inside the Clayton 
Park bar on the same night 
the shooting happened. 

The image was released 
to the media last Friday, 
with the hopes the public 
could help in identifying 
him. 

“Where it’s an on¬ 
going investigation, we’re 
only able to confirm that 
the man was identified 
through the assistance of 
the media and the public. 
We have no one in custody 
in relation to this file,” 
police spokeswoman Ther¬ 
esa Rath said in an email 
Monday night.” 

Police have said they 
don’t believe the man is 
a suspect in the shooting, 
and that they want to 
interview him about an 
altercation that happened 
outside the bar just before 
the shooting happened.

Most feeling safe 
in HRM: Survey 


Community. Poll about

When it comes to feeling 
safe where they live, a new 
survey shows HRM residents 
are mostly satisfied. 

The results of an annual 
citizen-satisfaction survey 
commissioned by Halifax 
Regional Police and con¬ 
ducted by Corporate Re¬ 
search Associates Inc. was re¬ 
leased Monday at the Halifax 
Police Commission meeting. 

For the big question — 
how safe do you feel in your 
community? — 29 per cent 
of those surveyed said “com¬ 
pletely safe” and 58 per cent 
said “very safe.” Twelve per 
cent of respondents replied 
with comments in the not 
safe categories. 

Four hundred people 
throughout HRM were asked 
a series of questions from 
May 2 to 8, just before a 
number of shootings and 
two homicides. 

“We realize this was 
a snapshot in time,” said 
Theresa Rath, spokeswoman 
for Halifax Regional Police. 
“Since that time, we actually 
had a spate of violence with 
a number of shootings and 
homicides ... so we under¬ 
stand our citizens may feel 
differently now then they 
did when that survey was 
conducted, but generally the 
results are quite favourable.” 

There were three shoot¬ 
ings in three days in late 
May. One of them resulted in

the death of Corey Duane Lu¬ 
cas, 36, who was killed May 
25 at 2711 Clifton St. 

John Fulton Newcombe, 
27, was gunned down out¬ 
side Winston’s Bar on Lace¬ 
wood Drive on June 1. 

“We are only one piece of 
the equation when it comes 
to safety: we need the com¬ 
munity to come to the table 
with us and people to tell us 
about crimes that are hap¬ 
pening and work with us,” 
Rath said. 


The numbers were about 
the same when respondents 
were asked how safe they 
feel where they go shopping, 
for recreation and work: 28 
per cent said they felt “com¬ 
pletely safe” while 61 per 
cent said “very safe.” 

Ten per cent said they felt 
some level of not ’ 
ing safe.

If there are any delays or chan¬ 
ges being considered for the 
multi-billion National Ship¬ 
building Procurement Strategy, 
the federal government is not 
anxious to speak to them. 

Postmedia News reported 
on Monday that the ship¬ 


building plan is “in danger 
of foundering” as the federal 
Conservatives revisit plans to 
spend $490 billion on military 
procurement over the next two 
decades. 

The report cited the current 
political quagmire surrounding 
the F-35 joint strike fighter pro¬ 
gram, suggesting the shipbuild¬ 
ing initiative could face the 
same fate. 

Public Works Minister Rona 
Ambrose’s office, which is cur¬ 
rently overseeing the NSPS, de¬ 
clined to speak directly to the 
report. Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay’s office issued a pre¬ 
pared statement, but did not 
speak directly to the report. 



Premier Darrell Dexter was 
also not available for comment. 

No contract has been signed 
between the federal govern¬ 
ment and Irving Shipbuilding, 
which won the lion’s share of 
the work in October 2011. An 
umbrella agreement has been 
reached, but there are already 
indications work could be de¬ 
layed for some time. 

At a press conference last 
week, Rear Admiral David C. 
Gardam said the navy will have 
to re-evaluate the priorities on 
its wish list. 

“We’re going to have to look 
at our appetite, to take a bit of 
an appetite suppressant, and re¬ 
evaluate exactly what are those

Staff proposes cost 
sharing for Kearney 
Lake connector 


City staff are recommending 
the Halifax Regional Muni¬ 
cipality’s economic develop¬ 
ment committee approve a 
plan to fund the construction 
of the Kearney Lake connect¬ 
or upfront. 

In a staff report coming be¬ 
fore the committee Wednes¬ 
day, staff notes HRM would 
cover 33 per cent of the new 
road, which would connect 
Kearney Lake Road to the 
Larry Uteclc Boulevard. The re¬ 
maining 67 per cent would be 
funded by developers. 

But the report recom¬ 
mends the municipality cover 
the full cost of the connector 
road — $4.3 million — at the 
outset, and recover the de¬ 
velopers’ share as new sub¬ 
divisions around the connect¬ 
or are approved. 

On the other hand, the 
committee could request 
“more up-front” payments 
from developers. 

“The (capital cost contribu¬ 
tions) policy adopted in 2003 
recognizes that council may 
determine the risk too high in 
consideration of up-front pay¬ 
ments for infrastructure and

The construction agree¬ 
ment, included in the 
report, allows for both the 
municipality and developer 
West Bedford Holdings Ltd. 
to re-evaluate the project 
should the actual cost of 
the project exceed the pro¬ 
jected cost by 10 per cent 
or more. 


require the developers to pay 
more of the up-front cost,” 
reads the report. 

“In this case, developers 
would be given capital cost 
credits to future contribu¬ 
tions, or may be re-paid when 
future capital cost contribu¬ 
tions are collected.” 

That alternative is not rec¬ 
ommended by staff, who cited 
precedent in the Bedford 
West area.

Halifax Water rate 
hike approved 

The province’s Utility and 
Review Board has approved 
a rate hike for Halifax 
Regional Water Commis¬ 
sion’s customers in the 
Aerotech Business Park. 

In a decision released 
recently, the board ap¬ 
proved a settlement 
reached between the utility 


and several businesses in 
the area that opposed the 
hike. 

Halifax Water spokes¬ 
man James Campbell said 
the increases amount to 
15.5 per cent for water 
and about 18 per cent for 
wastewater services to the 
area. 

Campbell said it was 
not yet known what those 
increases will mean for 
Halifax Water’s bottom 
line, metro

NDP tuition-cut promise 
not enough, students say 


A student group is calling 
on Premier Darrell Dexter 
and his NDP government to 
raise funding for schools and 
reduce tuition during this 
term, not the next one. 

At the Nova Scotia NDP’s 
annual general meeting last 
weekend, the party passed 
a motion to cut tuition if 
re-elected, but the Canadian 
Federation of Students says 
it wants action now. 

“We are pleased to see 
that the NDP has commit¬ 


ted to reducing tuition fees 
in its next mandate, but 
students and their families 
need a tuition-fee reduction 
before the next election,” 
Nick Stark, the group’s prov¬ 
incial representative, said in 
a release. 

The CFS says the province 
is responsible for tuition fees 
rising by three per cent this 
year to an average of $5,731. 
It also says that total is $365 
above the national average.

Don’t leave pets 
in cars: Police 


Summer safety. Police 
fielded more than 
six complaints about 
animals in vehicles in 
one day last week

After a spike in emergency 
calls, Halifax police are re¬ 
minding pet owners to heed 
the dangers of leaving ani¬ 
mals unattended in their cars 
this summer. 

Police responded to eight 
calls on Friday from con¬ 


cerned people who spotted 
animals — a few dogs and 
one cat — left in vehicles. It’s 
an unusually high number, 
said Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian Pal- 
meter, but one authorities 
sometimes see early in the 
warmer season. 

None of the animals were 
found to be in distress at the 
scene, but Neil Fraser, SPCA 
Nova Scotia’s chief provincial 
inspector, said it doesn’t take 
long for vehicles to overheat 
and for an animal to be put 
in a life-threatening situation. 

He said it sometimes takes 
less than 10 minutes for a 
car’s internal temperature to 
rise by 20 C or more, so it’s

Here are some signs of heat 
stroke in dogs, according to 
the SPCA: 

• Restlessness 

• Excessive thirst 

• Heavy panting and drooling 

• Lethargy 

• Loss of appetite 


not all right to leave dogs in 
the car even during brief er¬ 
rands. 

“As the temperatures start 
to rise, we find that people 
don’t realize how quickly that 
vehicle can heat up,” Fraser 
said, adding cranking the air 


conditioning before getting 
out of the car or leaving the 
windows open doesn’t make 
the animal any safer. 

Fraser says people who 
notice an animal left in a car 
should monitor it until its 
owner returns or they should 
call the SPCA or police if it 
appears to be in trouble. The 
sooner the animal can be 
brought into shade and given 
water, the better. 

Last year, the SPCA and 
police had to pull a dog from 
a car that had heat readings 
of 57 C inside. The dog, Fraser 
said, “could barely walk.” 

“Our advice to people is: 
When the weather warms up, 
leave your animals at home.” 


Murder charge laid in senior’s stabbing 


A Halifax man is facing a 
murder charge in the stab¬ 
bing death of a 78-year-old 
woman. 

John Jason Salah, 41, was 
originally charged with at¬ 
tempted murder in the in¬ 
cident at a Flamingo Drive 
home on April 28. 

The victim, Norma Jean 


Salah, suffered life-threat¬ 
ening injuries and died in 
hospital on May 5. 

John Salah was arrested 
at the home and police say 
the stabbing wasn’t a ran¬ 
dom incident. 

On Monday, police 
amended the charges 
against Salah to include 


one count of second-degree 
murder. 

He was arraigned on the 
new charge on Monday at 
Halifax provincial court and 
remanded to the East Coast 
Forensic Hospital, where a 
psychiatric assessment is 
being done.

In criticism. Students, 
alumni and parents 
pack Sydney Academy 
to protest school 
board's decision 


Students, alumni and par¬ 
ents sent a strong message 
to the Cape Breton-Victoria 
Regional School Board Mon¬ 
day. 

They don’t intend to stand 
idly by and allow the board 
to move ahead with the phas¬ 
ing out of Sydney Academy’s 
International Baccalaureate 
program. 

About 200 people packed 
the high school’s auditorium 


Monday night, with speaker 
after speaker strongly criti¬ 
cizing the board’s recom¬ 
mendation. 

Many of those present 
called for an examination 
of the board’s policies and 
procedures that allowed for 
such a decision to come out 
of its education committee, 
out of public scrutiny. 

Hayan Mahoud is a stu¬ 
dent at Malcolm Monroe Jun¬ 
ior High who intends to en¬ 
ter the IB program in the fall. 

“I picked all my courses 
already, I picked all IB, and 
I was planning to continue,” 
she said. 

“If they cut IB then I have 
to go to Riverview to do 
French immersion.” 

“What are they going to

cut next after IB, are they 
going to cut French immer¬ 
sion?” 

Others stressed that in¬ 
stead of seeing the program 
for gifted students as being 
elitist, it should be recog¬ 
nized that its courses could 
be of benefit to many addi¬ 
tional students and better 
promoted at schools in the 
region. 


Nicole MacDougall ques¬ 
tioned how the recommen¬ 
dation could be made based 
on “so much misinforma¬ 
tion.” 

Board minutes show that 
member Steve Parsons stated 
most universities don’t offer 
credit to IB graduates, which 
has since been disproved. 

There has also been criti¬ 
cism of the board’s state¬ 
ment that the move is being 
made to alleviate class-size 
issues at Sydney Academy. 

Keith Brown, whose son 
graduated from the pro¬ 
gram, questioned comments 
made by board chair Lome 
Green that the special needs 
of gifted students can be met 
by developing individualized 
program plans for them. 


Reassurance 


Gary Fraser, who represents 
Glace Bay on the board, 
stopped into the session 
after attending another 
board meeting and offered 
some reason for cautious 
optimism to the crowd. 


"I don't want to promise 
anything or get your hopes 
up but I feel confident that 
come Monday the 18th the 
program is going to stay," 
he said, to applause. 


The board will vote on the 
recommendation at its regu¬ 
lar monthly meeting on June

Supreme Court hears first 
anti-terror convict's appeal 


Ottawa. Two girls 
also charged with 
assault, abduction in 
‘unprecedented’ case 




Police have charged two 
15-year-old girls with hu¬ 
man trafficking for the 
forced prostitution of three 
other teenaged girls, a case 
investigators believe is un¬ 
precedented. 

The girls are also charged 
with sexual and physical as¬ 
sault, forcible confinement, 
uttering threats, and ab¬ 
duction. Officers are look¬ 
ing for a third suspect, a 
17-year-old girl. 


Charges 


Two girls were charged 
with human trafficking, 
forced prostitution, sexual 
and physical assault, and 
forcible confinement. 


• The victims are three 
girls, ages 13 to 17. 


• A third suspect, aged 17, 
is being sought. 


The three female victims 
are aged 13 to 17. They were 
lured by the accused girls 
via social media and other 
means, and were forcibly 
confined and threatened, 
said Ottawa police staff ser¬ 
geant John McGetriclc. 

“They were taken to 
other places for the purpos¬ 
es of prostitution,” he said. 

The victims were separ¬ 
ately forced into prostitu¬ 
tion; one on May 19, the 
second on May 31, and the 
third on June 3, he said. 

“In checking with the 
RCMP, who have a lot of 
expertise in human traffick¬ 
ing, they are not familiar 
with another case of this 
nature,” said McGetriclc. 
“It’s shocking.” 

McGetriclc would not say 
if the accused girls had ever 
been victims of trafficking 
or prostitution themselves. 

Police are not aware of 
any other victims, but if 
anyone has any informa¬ 
tion about this crime or 
similar crimes they are 
asked to contact the Ottawa 
Police Service Sexual As¬ 
sault/Child Abuse Section at 
613-236-1222, ext. 5944 or 
Crime Stoppers toll free at 
1-800-222-8477. 

The names of the ac¬ 
cused cannot be released 
due to provisions of the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act. 


The life sentence imposed on 
the first man convicted under 
the country’s anti-terror law is 
unprecedented and should be 
reduced, the Supreme Court of 
Canada was told Monday. 

Momin Khawaja, a former 
Ottawa software developer, is 
serving life in prison with no 
parole eligibility for 10 years. 

Khawaja was originally sen¬ 
tenced to 10 and a half years 
in prison after his conviction 
in 2008, but the Ontario Court 
of Appeal imposed the staffer 
sentence when he appealed his 
case. 

Khawaja’s lawyer urged the 


Supreme Court to overturn 
that sentence and re-establish 
the original penalty. 

“I am asking court to say 
this unprecedented increase in 
sentence was wrong,” lawyer 
Lawrence Greenspon argued 
Monday. “A life sentence in this 
case is unfit for the offence and 
the offender.” 

Khawaja was convicted in 
2008 of training at a remote 
camp in Pakistan, providing 
cash to a group of British ex¬ 
tremists and offences related 
to building a remote-control 
detonator. 

The prosecution failed to 


prove Khawaja knew the deton¬ 
ator was to be used to deton¬ 
ate a 600-kilogram fertilizer 
bomb in downtown London. 
But Greenspon said the appeal 
court held Khawaja responsible 
for that offence when it upped 
its sentence. 

Khawaja’s appeal is also fo¬ 
cused on the legal definition 
of what constitutes “terrorist 
activity.” Greenspon argues 
that the law is unconstitutional 
because it violates Khawaja’s 
right to express political and 
religious views. 

He said the motive clause in 
the law “will have a chilling ef¬ 



fect” on free speech.

Cameron was travelling 
in one car with his body¬ 
guards and assumed that 
she was in the other car 
with his wife Samantha and 
two other children. Saman¬ 
tha assumed Nancy was with 
her father, and they only 
realized she was missing 
when they got home. 

In a statement, Cam¬ 
eron’s Downing Street office 
said “the prime minister and 
Samantha were distraught 
when they realized Nancy 
wasn’t with them. Thank¬ 


fully when they phoned the 
pub she was there safe and 
well.” 

Nancy was separated 
from her parents for around 
15 minutes until Cameron 
arrived to collect her from 
the Plough in the village of 
Cadsden, officials said. 

Sunday pub lunches have 
long been traditional in Brit¬ 
ain, with fare often includ¬ 
ing roast beef, potatoes, and 
salad along with red wine, 
beer or ale.

The U.S.Ted military coalition 
in Afghanistan is limiting air- 
strikes against civilian homes 
to self-defence for troops. 

This follows a strike last 
week that killed women and 
children alongside insur¬ 
gents, a spokesman for the 
alliance said Monday. 

Such airstrikes are now 
being designated a weapon of 
last resort to rescue soldiers 
— this will cut back their use. 

Though airstrikes on 
homes are a small part of 
the international operations 
in Afghanistan, they have 
brewed resentment among 
Afghans, even when there are 


no casualties, because homes 
and privacy have been vio¬ 
lated. 

Civilian deaths from such 
operations have threatened 
to derail the Afghan-U.S. alli¬ 
ance. 

A pact signed by the Af¬ 
ghan government and the 
U.S. military in April, putting 
Afghans in charge of joint 
raids in villages, was suppos¬ 
ed to ease these tensions. 

Of the 3,000 NATO air¬ 
strikes in the past six months, 
only 10 of them were against 
civilian homes. Of those 10, 
seven resulted in civilian cas¬ 
ualties.

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U.S. warns of potential Massacre’ in Syria

Civilians trapped. 

Residents of rebel-held 
areas face peril as 
government forces try 
to take back positions 


The United States accused the 
Syrian government of using 
“new horrific tactics” Monday, 
as UN observers reported Syr¬ 
ian helicopters were firing on 
rebellious areas and concerns 
mounted that civilians were 
trapped in besieged cities. 

Violence in Syria has spiked 
in recent weeks, as both sides 
ignore an internationally brok¬ 
ered ceasefire that was suppos¬ 
ed to go into effect April 12 but 
never took hold. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland ex¬ 
pressed concern about reports 
the regime “may be organizing 
another massacre” in Latalda 
province, where UN monitors 
have been impeded. 

Speaking to reporters in 
Washington, Nuland said Syr¬ 
ian forces should remember 
Bosnia in the 1990s, and how 
the international community 
can find out who is responsible 
for abuses. 

“People will be held ac¬ 
countable,” Nuland warned. 


Activists reported more 
than 50 people killed across 
Syria on Monday, with violence 
in Homs, Idlib and Latalda prov¬ 
inces. According to activists’ 
accounts, Syrian troops with 
helicopter gunships attacked 
Rastan, a rebel-held town in 
Homs province. Rastan has re¬ 
sisted repeated government of¬ 
fensives for months. 

The death toll and the on¬ 
line videos were impossible to 
independently verify. 

According to videos posted 
online, fireballs of orange flame 
and black rubble exploded in 
the air as waves of shells pound¬ 
ed residential buildings in 
Homs on Monday. The sounds 
of shells whooshed through the 
sky and there was occasional 
sporadic machine-gun fire. 

“What we are seeing right 
now are fierce clashes as the 
Syrian army tries to take back 
positions held by the rebels,” 
said Rami Abdul-Rahman of 
the Britain-based activist group 
Syrian Observatory for Human 
Rights, which uses a network of 
sources on the ground. 

“There are many deaths in 
the rebel ranks,” he said. 

International envoy Kofi 
Arman said Monday he was 
“gravely concerned” about the 
escalation of fighting in Syria, 
citing the shelling of opposition 
areas in central Homs province 


and reports of mortar, helicop¬ 
ter and tank attacks near the 
Mediterranean coast. 


Arman demands both sides 
“take all steps to ensure that 
civilians are not harmed,” said 


his spokesman, Ahmad Fawzi, 
in a statement. 

The statement said Annan

Ahmad Fawzi, spokesman for envoy Kofi 
Annan, in a statement 

is particularly worried about 
shelling in Homs and reports of 
mortar, helicopters and tanks 
in the town of Haffa, in Latalda 
province on the Mediterranean 
coast. “There are indications 
that a large number of civilians 
are trapped in these towns,” the 
statement said. 

“We are calling this out now 
in the hope that we can stop 
what could be a potential mas¬ 
sacre,” Nuland said. 

Nuland declined to say if 
Washington or anyone else in 
the international community 
might take proactive measures. 

Syrian activists say 13,000 
people have been killed since 
the uprising began in March 
2011. The situation has grown 
increasingly chaotic in recent 
months, and it is difficult to 
assign blame for much of the 
bloodshed. The government re¬ 
stricts journalists from moving 
freely, making it nearly impos¬ 
sible to independently verify ac¬ 
counts from either side.

Israel begins crackdown on illegal African migrants

Israeli authorities detained 
dozens of African migrants 
in pre-dawn raids early 
Monday, in the first major 
step toward what leaders 
say will be deportation of 
4,500 people who have en¬ 
tered the country illegally. 

The arrests were the 
harshest move yet against 
migrants, reflecting grow¬ 
ing concern about the effect 
on Israel of tens of thou¬ 
sands of Africans who have 
sneaked into the country 
across the porous Egyptian 
border in recent years. 

Israeli leaders have 
grown increasingly alarmed 
by the influx, calling it a bu¬ 
rden and threat to the coun¬ 
try’s Jewish character. 

Interior Ministry spokes¬ 


woman Sabine Hadad said 
55 people, including 45 
from South Sudan, were 
rounded up in Monday’s 
raids, which took place in 
several towns across the 
country. More raids were 
planned in the coming days, 
she said. 

In the Red Sea tourist 
town of Eilat, Channel 10 TV 
showed images of migrants 
quietly piling suitcases and 
belongings in the back of 
a police truck before being 
driven away. 

The crackdown came 
in the wake of a landmark 
court decision last week 
that cleared the way for 
the expulsion of 4,500 mi¬ 
grants. The order applies 
only to people who come

from nations that have 
friendly relations with Is¬ 
rael, mostly from the newly 
established state of South 
Sudan. 

These people, however, 
represent only a small per¬ 
centage of the estimated 
60,000 Africans now in Is¬ 
rael. Some claim asylum, 
while others are simply 
looking for work in a rela¬ 
tively prosperous country. 


Because many are from 
Sudan, an enemy of Israel, 
and Eritrea, a country with 
a flawed human rights 
record, the line between 
refugees and economic mi¬ 
grants is blurred. Therefore, 
Israel has quietly allowed 
most migrants from those 
two countries to stay with¬ 
out processing their asylum 
applications.

Negotiators head home 


Talks on Afghan 
supply route 
reach impasse 

The U.S. team that tried 
for more than a month to 
negotiate a reopening of 
blocked Pakistani supply 
routes into Afghanistan is 
coming home without an 
agreement, U.S. officials said 
Monday. 

Both sides indicated they 
remain open to making 
a deal, but the departure 
of the U.S. negotiators ap¬ 


peared to signal that the 
Americans see little pros¬ 
pect of a breakthrough any 
time soon. Adding to the 
appearance of an impasse 
was the Pakistanis’ refusal 
to grant a visiting Pentagon 
official a meeting with their 
top general. “We remain 
ready to conclude this agree¬ 
ment as soon as Pakistan is 
ready,” said U.S. Embassy 
spokesman Robert Raines in 
Islamabad. 

The disagreement over 
the supply routes is one of 
numerous tensions in the 
U.S.-Paldstani relationship.

Shiite gathering targeted 


Iraq braces for 
attacks on pilgrims 

Iraqi officials stepped up 
security Monday ahead of 
a major Shiite pilgrimage 
after a mortar attack on a 
religious procession in Bagh¬ 
dad killed seven people and 
wounded dozens. 

The attack came during 
a sectarian-fueled deadlock 
in Iraq’s Shiite-led coalition 
government and may fur¬ 
ther inflame tensions. 

Security forces have 
been put on high alert and 


new measures have been 
taken to prevent attacks 
on the tens of thousands of 
pilgrims expected to gather 
to commemorate the death 
of a revered imam, said a 
spokesman for the Defence 
Ministry and the Baghdad 
operations command. 

Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Malilri issued a warning 
Monday against “attempts 
to exploit religious events 
and pilgrimages” through 
militant displays — a re¬ 
mark apparently aimed 
at firebrand Shiite cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr.

U.S. clears 7 more 
countries from 
sanctions list 

The Obama administration 
has cleared India, South 
Korea and five other govern¬ 
ments from U.S. sanctions 
after they significantly re¬ 
duced their imports of Iran¬ 
ian oil. 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton also said 
Malaysia, South Africa, Sri 
Lanka, Turkey and Taiwan 
won’t face U.S. penalties. 


They join 11 countries 
that Clinton determined to 
have done enough to wean 
themselves off Iranian pet¬ 
roleum in March. 

Clinton says the sanc¬ 
tions aim to “prevent Iran 
from acquiring a nuclear 
weapon and to encourage 
Iran to comply with its inter¬ 
national obligations.” 

She says governments, 
by halting oil purchases, are 
sending a message to Iran’s 
leaders that until they come 
clean on their nuclear pro¬ 
gram, they’ll face further 
isolation and pressure.

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Students survive 
9-day ordeal in 
N.Z. wilderness 


Live to tell. Young 
American couple lived 
on trail mix after a 
snowstorm blocked their 
way back to civilization 


Two U.S. students trapped in 
the New Zealand wilderness 
by a snowstorm trekked back 
out to safety after surviving 
their nine-day ordeal by ra¬ 
tioning their meagre supplies 
of trail mix and warming 
themselves in hot springs. 

Alec Brown and Erica 
Klintworth, both 21, returned 
to the city of Christchurch on 
Monday after meeting up with 
members of a search team — 
famished but otherwise in 
good shape, police said. 

The two students, on a for¬ 
eign study program in New 
Zealand with University of 
Wisconsin Stevens Point, had 
planned to hike and camp for 
a few days at some hot springs 
on the country’s South Island. 
But heavy rains and a snow¬ 
storm during the Southern 
Hemisphere winter prevented 


the couple from being able to 
cross a river and return. 

“Unfortunately it rained 
and rained, day after day, and 
snowed,” Alec Brown wrote 
in an email to the Associated 
Press Monday. 

He said the nights were 
tough to take because the 
rain and sleet pounded down 
on the tarpaulin covering 
their sleeping hammock and 
the river roared — reminding 
them all the time of their pre¬ 
dicament. 

When they realized they 
were going to be stuck they 
started rationing: “a biscuit 
and jelly one day,” Brown 
wrote “and even less another.” 

The couple didn’t take 
much food — some carrots, 
rice, peanut butter and trail 
mix, according to police Sgt. 
Sean Judd, who co-ordinated 
rescue attempts. He said that 
after three days, a steady rain 
started. 

“Then on Wednesday the 
snowstorm hit and it got pro¬ 
gressively worse,” Judd said. 

Brown said that soaking in 
the hot pools “helped keep us 
warm and slow energy loss.” 


Quick trip to the hot springs: 


The couple's ordeal began 
June 1 when friend Katie 
Jenkins, another UW student, 
dropped them off at a national 
park on the South Island’s 
West Coast so they could hike 
and camp for a few days. 


• “They were just going to 
the hot springs, to chill 
out and study for finals,” 
Jenkins said. 


• She continued with her 
own travels and didn’t 
realize the couple were 
missing until eight days 
had passed, which is when 
she raised the alarm. 


It wasn’t until Sunday, 
Brown said, that the river 
finally seemed safe enough 
to cross again. He and Klint¬ 
worth prepared for their hike 
out by cooking up a “good 
meal” of rice, marshmallows, 
peanut butter and chocolate, 
he said.

Cowbells back at

We got together this 
morning and decided what is 
best in terms of safety for the 
most loyal fans in Canada.” 

Bell said any noisemalcer

home will not be allowed in 
the stadium. 

Bell also responded to ac¬ 
cusations that fan complaints 
are on the rise and that is why 
they have had to create more 
policies. 

“I would say the complaints 
are less, but you don’t sit on 
it. We try to get better off the 
field with all of our policies.” 

Bomber spokesperson 
Darren Cameron originally 
told media the club received 
numerous complaints about 
things like cowbells, drums 
and other noisemalcers and 
the club had moved to ban the 


noisemalcers. 

Elliott High, 36, said he 
was bewildered. “I don’t see 
the point of (banning noise- 
malcers) in the first place, 
but I understand issues could 
happen. If there’s a guy in 
the upper deck and he drops 
something onto the crowd in 
the lower deck, I guess I can 
see it.” 

High, a five-year season- 
ticlcet-holder, said he’s never 
been annoyed by a cowbell 
at a game. “I think the noise 
and yells from the crowd far, 
far outweigh the noise from a 
cowbell.” 

The reaction online Mon¬ 
day morning, however, was 
swift and negative. 

“Pretty choked about the 
‘no cowbells’ rule considering 
the Bombers were selling the 
things just last year,” said @ 
jasonlcressoclc on Twitter. 

The Bombers also plan 
to ban flag poles and water 
bottles from outside the

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Sectarian tensions rise in Myanmar 


Clashes. President 
blames violence on 
grievances, vengeance 
of ethnic groups 


With residents cowering in¬ 
doors, security forces patrol¬ 
ling a tense town in western 
Myanmar collected bodies 
Monday from homes burned 
to ashes in some of the coun¬ 
try’s deadliest sectarian blood¬ 


shed in years. 

The conflict along ethnic 
and religious lines has left at 
least seven people dead and 
hundreds of homes torched 
since Friday and poses one of 
the biggest tests yet for Myan¬ 
mar’s new government as it 
tries to reform the nation after 
generations of military rule. 
The handling of the unrest 
will draw close scrutiny from 
Western powers, which have 
praised President Thein Sein’s 
administration and rewarded 


it by easing years of harsh eco¬ 
nomic sanctions. 

Thein Sein declared a state 
of emergency in the region late 
Sunday and pleaded for an end 
to the “endless anarchic ven¬ 
geance,” warning that if the 
situation spun out of control, 
it could jeopardize the demo¬ 
cratic reforms he has begun. 

The unrest — triggered 
by the rape and murder last 
month of a Buddhist girl, and 
the lynching of 10 Muslims in 
apparent retaliation — stems 


from long-standing tensions. 

The region’s Rohingya 
Muslims are seen by the gov¬ 
ernment as illegal migrants 
from Bangladesh and are not 
officially recognized among 
Myanmar’s ethnic minorities. 
Although some are recent set¬ 
tlers, many have lived in Myan¬ 
mar for generations. The gov¬ 
ernment position has rendered 
the Rohingyas effectively state¬ 
less, and rights groups say they 
have long suffered discrimina¬ 
tion.

The political brouhaha over the 
Harper government’s massive 
omnibus budget bill seems to 
have raised barely a ripple in 
the arena it’s supposed to mat¬ 
ter most — equity and financial 
markets. 

That’s because regardless of 
the merits of the 425-page bill 
under scrutiny in Parliament, 
economists say there are few 
worries on Bay Street that at 
the end of the day the budget 
will be rejected, an unusual re¬ 
sponse given the way the gov¬ 
ernment has sold the urgency 
of passing C-38 — and quickly 

For the past several weeks, 
Tory ministers have pressed 
the case that delay is not an op¬ 
tion given the fragile nature of 
the economy and that jobs and 
growth were at stake. 


Budget components 


The budget’s major themes 
have an eye to the long 
game — free trade and 
innovation as economic 
drivers, a more sustainable 
public-pension system that 
won’t kick in until 2023, 
changes to environment- 
protection rules to speed 
up future resource projects, 
and tweaks to employment 
insurance eligibility rules to 
encourage job seeking. 


On Sunday, Tory House 
Leader Peter Van Loan charac¬ 
terized the issue in stark terms. 

“The NDP and Liberals’ ob¬ 
struction and delay is a threat 
to Canada’s economic growth 
and prosperity,” he affirmed 
in a release. The opposition 
dismissed such warnings as 
so much hooey, that, in Green 
party Leader Elizabeth May’s 
words, they “would be laugh¬ 
able if it weren’t so serious.”

All I ever find is a series of missed 
calls from his mother and an embarrassingly low Angiy Birds 
score. 

Even though my occa¬ 
sional smartphone spying is 
relatively harmless, I always 
feel foolish and irritated with 
myself afterwards for acting 
like a jealous teen. Being in 
a grown-up relationship re¬ 
quires a certain level of trust. 
So while feeling the desire to 
pry into password-protected 
belongings isn’t intrinsic¬ 
ally wrong, acting upon it 
certainly is. 

For some people, a logged- 
in Facebook account or an unlocked iPhone is just too tempt¬ 
ing.

Folks who aren’t the biggest 
fans of Adam Sandler’s brand 
of humour might find it hard to 
believe, but he’s never starred 
in an R-rated comedy — until 
his latest, That’s My Boy, that is. 
While his rare dramatic efforts 
generally get the restricted rat¬ 
ing, Sandler has stuck firmly in 
PG-13 territory when it comes 
to his comedies. And it’s paid 
off for him. In the past five 
years, only two films starring 
Sandler — the drama Funny 
People and last year’s dismal 
Jack and Jill — have grossed less 


than $100 million at the U.S. 
box office, and worldwide his 
movies have pulled in $3.2 bil¬ 
lion. So if playing to the middle 
school crowd had proved so lu¬ 
crative for him, why risk ramp¬ 
ing up the raunch now? 

“I’ve done some stuff in 
the past few years where I’ve 
cursed a bit and it felt good,” 
Sandler admits, though he 
says his decision to go with 
the R-rated That’s My Boy was 
purely motivated by the story 
itself. “It was just a funny 
script. I liked the idea, and I 
liked the idea of hanging out 
with everybody.” 

But certainly for Sandler — 
who has proved a savvy produ¬ 
cer and executive with Happy 
Madison Productions — that’s 
not really it. After all, in the 
past few years R-rated comed¬ 
ies have become a viable prop¬ 
osition for studios once again, 
especially with the success of 
films like the Hangover and 
Bridesmaids. For a man that’s 


made millions keeping it clean, 
such a sea change couldn’t have 
gone unnoticed. 

“It was fun to speak the way 
that I speak in my bathroom,” 
Sandler says. “I grew up cursing 
a lot. It felt natural. My parents 
told me to stop. They weren’t 
enjoying my albums, and they 
weren’t enjoying a lot of the 
things I did with my life. And 
then, my father passed away 
and he’s not here to yell at me 
anymore. I bulbed my mother 
and said, ‘Here comes some 
more dirtiness.’” 

Stiff as much fun as Sandler 
had, he insists he’s stib taking 
everything on a project-by- 
project basis — though that of 
course could change if That’s 
My Boy performs web. “If a 
movie comes to me that is rated 
R and I hke it and connect with 
it, I would do that,” he says. 
“But it wasn’t a choice. I don’t 
know what I’m doing next. I 
never know what’s coming 
next.”

Wings rarely are made at 
home because they are 
associated with deep fry¬ 
ing, something most home 
cooks don’t want to bother 
with.

No grill handy? These

AROUND THE WEATHER 


FIRST, REDUCE THE HEAT IN THE HOUSE 

During the day, close the windows 
and use shades and blinds to keep the 
warmer outside air out. 

Tilt horizontal blinds upwards, 
according to BC Hydro —this will 
block heat but still allow light in. 

Change window dressings to light 
coloured curtains, etc., which also re¬ 
flect the heat out. 

Replace heat-emitting incandescent 
bulbs with compact fluorescent light 
bulbs, says Lauren Mangion, Healthy 
Homes adviser at Green Calgary, an urban 
environmental non-profit organization. 
Apply low E reflective film to your 
windows to reflect heat away. Avail¬ 
able at hardware stores. 

Open windows at night to let cooler 
outside air in. 

Plant deciduous shade trees on the 
southern and western sides of the 


Stay put if it’s high noon ... plan ac¬ 
tivities for early in the morning or 
late in the day when it’s cooler, says Mo 
Hagan, VP of operations, GoodLife 
Fitness, London, Ont. 

Immerse yourself— in a public pool 
or a lake. 

Run through a sprinkler with your 
kids. 

Spend time at an air conditioned 
shopping mall, public library, 
movie theatre or other public space. 

Midday, relax in an easy chair in 
the shade and use cooling cucum¬ 
ber slices as a compress on your forehead. 

DRESS COOL 

Wear loose fitting, light-coloured 
clothing. 

When Hagan runs in the heat, she 
soaks a cap in cold water and wears 
it. This will work if you’re gardening, too. 



Wear long hair up and off your 
neck. 


REFRESH YOURSELF 

Keep mist toner spray in the fridge 
and spritz your face! 

Hagan suggests that you put rolled 
up, dampened hand towels in the 


fridge — to cool down, wipe your face 
with one or put it around the base of your 
neck. 

Store foot cream in the fridge and 
massage into hot, tired feet. Mint 
lotion is particularly refreshing because it 
leaves a cooling sensation. 

Use ceiling fans, says Mangion — 
in the summer, they should turn 
counter-clockwise so they are pushing air 
down. 

Make the bed with (cool) white 
satin sheets. 

EAT, DRINK & CHILL 

Plan easy meals that don’t require 
the stove or oven, says Fran 
Berkoff, registered dietitian, Toronto. In¬ 
stead, barbecue and prepare cool, crispy 
salads. 

Freeze mandarin segments, cherries 
and grapes and use them instead of 
ice cubes in cold water, says Hagan. They 
take longer to melt, and they taste good, too. 
Always drink lots of water and 
other liquids, says Berkoff. 
Allrecipes.com provides this deli¬ 
cious slushy recipe: Combine four 
cups cubed seedless watermelon and 10 
ice cubes in a blender. Add K cup lime 
juice, % cup sugar and % tsp salt. Blend 
until smooth and enjoy.

Your taxes are well behind 
you for another year, right? 
Maybe not! For tens of 
thousands of Americans liv¬ 
ing here, not to mention 
Canadian snowbirds, Uncle 
Sam wants you — to get in 
touch. 

June 15 is the deadline 
for U.S. citizens to file a re¬ 
quired tax return south of 
the border even if they have 
been in this country since 
infancy. 

In the last year there was 
a rumble of panic among

U.S. ex-pats as the IRS start¬ 
ed flexing its muscle by 
threatening to chase down 
and punish those who had 
fallen behind in their tax 
returns. 

Many Americans in 
Canada don’t even realize 
they are required to file in 
the country of their birth. 
Since then the IRS has re¬ 
laxed their stance a bit but 
U.S. citizens still need to 
comply. 

According to H&R Block 
Canada, U.S. citizens and 
green card holders (includ¬ 
ing those whose green card 
has expired) are required 
to file Form 1040 annually. 
Go to irs.gov and search for 
Form 1040. 

Those who paid taxes 
in Canada will receive a

foreign tax credit on their 
U.S. returns and if you are 
receiving CPP and or Old 
Age Security here they are 
exempt from U.S. tax. 

Anyone who kept a U.S. 
home as a rental after mov¬ 
ing to Canada, or has any 
other income south of 49, 
will have to declare it on 
the U.S. return. 

The big tax surprise for 
many Canadian snowbirds 
is a requirement to com¬ 
municate with the IRS. If 
you spent more than 121 
days in the U.S. in 2011 or 
a total of 183 days over the 
past three years, Uncle Sam 
is interested. 

Filing IRS Form 8840 
(the Closer Connection 
Exception Statement for 
Aliens) is an annual require¬ 
ment. You’ll be asked about

Dear Charles the Butler, 
Could you please explain 
the proper etiquette for 
slicing bread at the table? 
Sometimes restaurants 
serve a small loaf of bread, 
which is supposed to be cut 
at the table and shared by 
the patrons. Do I cut it just 
for myself or for everyone? 

I have to hold the other 
side of the bread while 
I’m cutting it — isn’t this 
unsanitary for the other 
people at my table?

Hello Rachel, 

Lets start with the 
simplest ways to deal with 
bread at the table. If bread 
is served in a basket, already 
cut, then take one piece and 
put it on your bread-and- 
butter plate. 

If you are served a small 
loaf in a restaurant, it 
would always be polite to 
cut several pieces and offer 
everyone at the table some 
of the bread. 

In both cases you would 
always serve yourself last 
because it is polite to allow 
others to go before you. As 
well, hopefully the piece you 
were holding will become 
your piece. 


Never draw attention to a 
task at the table; simply cut 
the bread, offer it around 
to everyone, then take your 
piece, all the while having 
conversations with everyone 
at the table. Now, just as 
an aside, technically it is 
the hostess who deals with 
offering bread and cutting 
it, however in a more casual 
restaurant setting, this is 
something anyone can do at 
the table. 

Once you have the bread 
on your plate, how do you 
deal with butter? 


Use the butter knife to 
take butter from the butter 
dish to your side plate, then 
return the butter knife to 
the butter dish. 

Now break a small one- 
bite size piece of bread and 
use your butter spreader 
from your bread-and-butter 
plate to put a small amount 
of butter on your bread and 
eat the entire piece of bread 
all at once. 

Remember, the only 
time you can ever butter an 
entire piece of bread and eat 
it is at the breakfast table.

EATING WELL, REST 
AND EXERCISE 
ARE PARAMOUNT 

Know your limits. That’s what Terri Coles 
advises other pregnant women to keep in 
mind for a healthy pregnancy. 

“I didn’t want to admit at first that I was 
more tired than usual, or queasy. I didn’t 
want to feel limited before I was even 
showing,” says Coles, a 30-year-old To¬ 
ronto woman pregnant with her first child. 
“But once I cut things back a bit and got 
more rest, I definitely felt better.” 

What else can you do to foster a healthy 
pregnancy? Ann Douglas, author of The 
Mother of All books series, shares her top 
tips to stay healthy over your nine-month 
stint. 

EXERCISE... FOR TWO (OR THREE!) 

“Pregnancy is the perfect time to make 
physical fitness part of your regular routine 
as a family,” says Douglas. “That way, 
once your baby arrives, you’ll be in the 
habit of taking an after-dinner stroll, for ex-

ample. You won’t have to think twice about 
remaining active after baby or modelling 
an active lifestyle to your growing child.” 


TRY YOGA 

Pregnancy yoga classes give you a chance 
to meet other pregnant women in the 
neighbourhood. “And you’re participating 
in a prenatal fitness activity that 
helps to prepare your mind, 
body, and soul for the chal¬ 
lenges of birth and mother¬ 
hood,” says Douglas. 


REST, REST, REST 

Don’t think of sleep 
as an indulgence, 
says Douglas. 
“Instead, sleep 
is another type 
of fuel that 
your body 
needs to help 
you take the best 
possible care of your 
baby,” she notes. 

“So give in to the 
waves of fatigue — 
the kind that makes 


it almost impossible for you to keep your 
eyes open when you arrive home from 
work. Your body is trying to tell you some¬ 
thing: You need more rest. Pay attention 
and nurture your body by giving it what it 
needs.” 


WATCH WHAT YOU EAT 

The lemonade, ice cream and pickles crav¬ 
ings will come. But also be sure to watch 
what else you eat. Along with taking 
prenatal vitamins and folic acid daily 
to help develop the baby’s brain, spine 
and skull, Health Canada recommends 
eating at least 150 grams of cooked fish 
weekly. (Fish is thick with omega-3 
fats and nutrients to help with the 
growth of your baby.) 


ALSO KNOW WHAT 
YOU CANT EAT 

Health Canada recommends 
avoiding alcohol and nicotine 
during pregnancy. Caffeine 
should also be limited — but 
check with your health-care provider 
to determine how much caffeine, if 
any, you can have per day.

Do you need a Miracle Blanket? How about 
a diaper warmer for your soon-to-arrive 
baby? “It’s easy to over shop for baby,” 
says Ann Douglas, author of The Mother of 
All books series. 

So here are her top tips on what you will 
really need once your baby comes home. 

• Change station: This could be a change 


table or simply a changing pad attached to 
a dresser top. “Some parents find it works 
well to set up one or more mini-change sta¬ 
tions around the house,” says Douglas. 

• Newborn and Size 1 diapers and wipes. 

• Comfortable nursing chair with foot sup¬ 
port. 

• Bassinet, playpen or crib. 


• Dresser for baby’s clothes 

• Baby clothes. (For the early months, 
Onesies and sleepers will do.) 

• Baby blankets. “Treat any crib blankets 
you receive as wall decorations,” notes 
Douglas. “Babies shouldn’t sleep with 
blankets due to the increased risk of sudden 
infant death syndrome (SIDS).” 



THE THREE 
TRIMESTERS 

Found out you are pregnant? Congratu¬ 
lations! Here is a look at the 40 weeks 
of pregnancy. 

FIRST TRIMESTER (WEEKS 1-12) 

This is the trimester of waiting ... and 
often nausea. “Once you find out that 
you’re pregnant, you spend the next 
two months waiting to see if the preg¬ 
nancy is likely to thrive,” notes Ann 
Douglas, author of The Mother of All 
books.

Court in session at 
Sandusky trial 

Jerry Sandusky’s trial in the 
Penn State scandal opened 
in graphic fashion Monday 
with the first witness 
testifying that the retired 
coach molested him in the 
loclcer-room showers and 
in hotels while trying to en¬ 
sure his silence with gifts 
and trips to bowl games. 

The man, now 28 and 
dubbed Victim 4 in court 
papers, told the jury 
about the abuse he said 
he endured for five years 
beginning when he was a 
teenager in the late 1990s. 

“Fve denied it forever,” 
he testified, looking 
straight at the prosecutor 
as Sandusky sat motionless 
nearby. 

Sandusky, 68, faces 52 
counts that he sexually 
abused 10 boys over 15 
years. The former assistant 
football coach has denied 
the allegations.

A guy so unflinching, so 
nearly unbeatable at the French 
Open, got a real case of nerves 
during the 18 hours he and 
Novak Djolcovic waited for the 
restart of their rain-interrupted 
final at Roland Garros.

Chris Bosh has watched the 
birth of his son, collapsed 
to the court in agony with a 
strained abdominal muscle, 
seen his team sputter many 
times during nine games 
without him, then dealt with 
the death of a masseuse who 
was stricken at his home. 

And all since this Miami 
Heat playoff run began. 

“I think about those things 
every day,” Bosh said. 

His run of emotional ebbs 
and flows in recent weeks is 
on the upswing again.
